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Summary 

World  cocoa  bean  production  during  the  1968-69  crop  year  (October-September) 
is  forecast  at  1,301,700  metric  tons,  down  over  2  percent  from  the  levels  of 
the  previous  2  years*    Early- season  prospects  in  June  had  indicated  that  the 
African  crops  were  progressing  quite  satisfactorily  and  that  a  substantial 
increase  could  be  expected  in  1968-69  production*    However,  persistent  heavy 
rainfall  throughout  the  major  West  African  producing  areas  from  July  through 
September  inflicted  extensive  crop  damage  in  many  regions.    Thus,  a  downward 
revision  in  estimates  to  levels  somewhat  under  those  of  the  1967-68  season 
is  now  forecast.    Poor  weather  conditions  have  also  prevailed  in  Brazil,  and 
it  now  appears  that  1969  could  be  the  fourth  consecutive  year  when  world 
grind  will  exceed  production  and  stocks  will  have  to  be  called  upon  to  meet 
consumption  requirements* 

World  cocoa  bean  grindings  in  1968  are  expected  to  be  below  last  year's  level 
and  are  anticipated  to  show  a  further  contraction  in  1969*   As  a  result  of 
3  consecutive  years  of  deficit  production,  cocoa  bean  stocks  in  most  con- 
suming countries  have  now  been  reduced  to  very  low  levels,  and  prices  have 
responded  to  the  prospects  of  another  deficit  year  by  soaring  to  10-year 
highs*    New  York  spot  Accra  cocoa  bean  prices  during  October  have  averaged 
39  A  cents  per  pound,  up  nearly  10  cents  over  a  year  ago  and  well  over  the 
2k-  and  17- cent  levels  of  the  corresponding  periods  in  1966  and  1965*  respec- 
tively.   However,  most  African  producers  have  not  fully  benefited  from  the 
recent  sharp  rise  in  prices  as  they  sold  forward  heavily  the  bulk  of  their 
1968-69  main  crops  at  lower  prices  earlier  in  the  year. 
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With  the  continuing  firmness  in  cocoa  bean  prices,  manufacturers  are  contem- 
plating further  retail  price  increases  and/or  further  reductions  in  the  size 
of  chocolate  bars  in  addition  to  expanded  use  of  cocoa  butter  substitutes  and 
extenders  in.  confectionery  products. 


Major  Producers 

Africa:    African  production  is  forecast  at  939>^00  tons,  down  over  3  percent 
from  the  1967-68  crop  of  971,900  tons.    Although  it  is  too  early  to  make  an 
accurate  evaluation  of  crop  expectations,  it  is  generally  believed  that  the 
harvesting  of  the  African  main  crops  will  end  earlier  than  usual  as  the  exces- 
sive moisture  conditions  have  damaged  the  late  flowering  and  pod-setting  of 
the  trees.    Pod  rot  is  also  reported  to  be  widespread  throughout  most  of  the 
producing  areas,  and  spraying  for  capsids  has  been  limited  because  of  the  rains. 

Production  in  Ghana,  is  not  expected  to  exceed  ^05,000  tons,  down  sharply  from 
early-season  expectations  because  of  unusually  heavy  rains.    The  Eastern, 
Western,  and  Central  regions  have  been  especially  hard-hit  by  the  adverse 
weather,  and  the  resulting  pod  rot  damage  in  these  areas  has  been  extremely 
heavy.    Early  Marketing  Board  purchase  returns  have  been  heavy  but  are  ex- 
pected to  tail  off  rather  sharply  by  the  end  of  the  year.    Although  growing 
conditions  have  been  poor,  the  higher  producer  price  this  season  is  expected 
to  encourage  complete  pickings  and  enable  farmers  to  obtain  adequate  labor 
to  aid  in  harvesting. 


Ghana 1 s  exports  of  cocoa  beans  in  1967  fell  16  percent  from  those  of  the  year 
before,  reflecting  the  small  1966-67  harvest  and  increased  shipments  of  cocoa 
products.    However,  because  of  higher  world  prices,  the  value  of  the  cocoa 
bean  exports  jumped  by  18  percent  to  $170.4  million.    Cocoa  product  exports 
rose  substantially,  amounting  to  $28.8  million  against  $18.7  mi  1 1  ion  in  1966. 


In  mid-July  1968  the  Ghanaian  Government  raised  cocoa  producer  prices  by  nearly 
8  percent  to  7.0  New  Cedis  per  60-pound  headload  (U.S.  11.^3  cents/lb.)  from 
6,5  New  Cedis  (10.62  cents/lb.)  for  Grade  1  beans.    The  government  also  pledged 
that  a  minimum  price  of  6.0  New  Cedis  (9*8  cents/lb.)  would  be  guaranteed  to 
farmers  through  the  1970-71  season  regardless  of  the  fluctuations  of  world 
cocoa  prices. 


Nigerian  production  has  also  been  reduced  from  earlier  expectations  and  is 
now  forecast  not  to  exceed  22^,000  tons.    As  in  Ghana  pod  rot  damage  is  heavy, 
and  spraying  for  capsids  and  pod  rot  has  been  hampered  by  unusually  heavy  rain- 
fall.   Producer  prices  this  season  have  been  increased  to  12.5  U»S.  cents  per 
pound  (for  Grade  1  beans),  up  O.625  cents  over  those  paid  during  1967-68.

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Nigeria fs  cocoa  processing  plant  (Cocoa  Industries  Ltd.)  at  Ikeja,  which 
opened  in  September  1967,  nas  reportedly  industrialized  16,000  tons  of  cocoa 
beans  during  the  September -July  1967-68  period  and  plans  to  grind  about  30,000( 
tons  during  the  1968-69  crop  year  if  cocoa  bean  supplies  are  available. 

Reflecting  large  supplies  from  the  1966-67  crop,  Nigerian  cocoa  bean  exports 
in  I967  increased  28  percent  over  the  year  before  to  248,185  tons  valued  at 
$153 »1  million.    The  EEC,  the  United  States,  and  the  United  Kingdom  accounted 
for  78  percent  of  the  shipments.    Exports  to  the  Sino-Soviet  Bloc  totaled 
23,116  tons,  compared  with  none  in  I966.    Exports  of  cocoa  powder  in  I967 
totaled  865  tons  and  went  mostly  to  the  Netherlands  and  the  United  Kingdom. 

Weather  conditions  in  the  Ivory  Coast  have  closely  resembled  those  in  Ghana 
and  Nigeria,  and  reports  now  suggest  an  outturn  under  the  1967-68  crop  of 
146,600  tons.    Prices  to  growers  have  remained  unchanged  from  last  yearfs  level 
of  12.86  U.S.  cents  per  pound  for  Grade  1  beans. 

Ivoirian  exports  of  cocoa  beans  in  1967  fell  15  percent  from  those  of  the  pre- 
vious year  to  105,166  tons  valued  at  $56.2  million.    However,  exports  of  semi- 
processed  cocoa  products  continued  to  increase,  reflecting  the  expansion  of 
grindings  by  the  domestic  processing  industry.    Reportedly,  25,000  tons  of 
cocoa  beans  were  industrialized  during  the  1967-68  crop  year,  compared  with 
11,000  tons  in  1964-65.    Exports  of  cocoa  products  in  1967  were:    cocoa  butter, 
7,117  tons;  cocoa  cake,  2,624  tons;  powder,  330  tons;  and  nearly  2  tons  of 
chocolate  and  chocolate  confectionery. 

The  Cameroonian  crop  is  expected  to  be  above  last  yearfs  harvest  and  is  fore- 
case  at  95,000  tons.    Producer  prices  have  been  increased  to  12.86  U.S.  cents 
per  pound  (for  Grade  1  beans),  compared  with  H.94  cents  paid  during  the  1967- 
68  season. 

South  America:  South  American  production  is  forecast  at  240,200  tons,  down 
4  percent  from  the  year  before,  reflecting  the  anticipated  smaller  crops  in 
Brazil  and  Ecuador. 


Brazil's  1968-69  Bahia  main  crop  is  forecast  to  approximate  1  million  bags 
(60,000  tons),  down  from  the  I967-68  main  crop  outturn  of  I.36  million  bags 
(81,900  tons).    A  provisional  forecast  of  1.2  million  bags  (72,000  tons)  is 
being  made  for  the  I969  Bahia  Temporao  crop,  compared  with  the  I968  Temporao 
harvest  of  896,393  bags  (53,784  tons).    Production  from  other  producing  areas 
in  Brazil  is  placed  at  about  9>000  tons. 

Ecuador's  1968-69  crop  is  expected  to  be  below  the  bumper  1967-68  harvest  of 
60,000  tons.    The  large  1967-68  crop  was  attributed  mainly  to  unusually  dry 
weather  which  greatly  reduced  losses  from  pod  rot  damage.    Cocoa  bean  exports 
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rose  sharply  in  I967,  amounting  to  45,023  tons  against  32,266  tons  in  1966. 
^Exports  during  January-June  1968  continued  to  be  heavy,  reaching  35,570  tons; 
*  the  USSR  was  the  largest  recipient,  taking  15,000  tons  against  5,667  tons  by 

the  United  States — usually  the  largest  market  for  Ecuadorian  cocoa. 

Major  Consumers 

United  States:    The  effects  of  lover  supply  availabilities  and  higher  cocoa 
bean  prices  are  beginning  to  be  reflected  in  U.S.  grindings.    Grindings  dur- 
ing the  third  quarter  of  1968  totaled  151*3  million  pounds,  down  1.8  percent 
from  the  corresponding  I967  quarter.    Although  the  9-month  grind  amounted  to 
478.2  million  pounds,  compared  with  472.8  million  in  the  similar  I967  period, 
total  grindings  for  the  year  are  expected  to  fall  2  million  pounds  below  the 

1967  annual  grind  of  648.3  million.    If  current  forecasts  of  smaller  world 
cocoa  bean  production  are  realized  and  prices  remain  at  or  above  the  current 
high  levels,  the  U.S.  grind  in  I969  could  probably  show  a  5-percent  decline 
from  the  1968  level. 

U.S.  imports  of  cocoa  beans  during  January-September  1968  totaled  193,063 
tons,  down  16  percent  from  the  corresponding  period  a  year  ago.    The  reduc- 
tion was  attributed  primarily  to  sharply  lower  imports  from  Brazil,  the 
Ivory  Coast,  and  Cameroon  despite  an  increase  of  nearly  29  percent  in  imports 
from  Ghana. 

Imports  of  cocoa  butter  during  the  first  9  months  were  also  lower;  however, 
imports  of  other  cocoa  and  chocolate  products  are  running  ahead  of  a  year 
ago.    Imports  in  the  category  "chocolate  sweetened,  except  bars  and  blocks" 
have  more  than  doubled  the  level  of  last  year,  reflecting  the  sharp  rise  in 
chocolate  milk  crumb  shipments. 

United  Kingdom:    The  third-quarter  cocoa  bean  grind  in  the  United  Kingdom 
totaled  19,600  long  tons,  down  3  percent  from  the  July-September  1967  period. 
Total  grind  for  the  first  9  months  of  I968  was  68,200  tons,  against  71,400 
tons  in  the  comparable  1967  period.    The  annual  I967  grind  amounted  to  92,400 
tons. 

The  Netherlands:    The  Netherlands  cocoa  bean  grind  for  the  first  9  months  of 

1968  amounted  to  81,450  metric  tons,  compared  with  82,030  tons  for  the  cor- 
responding 1967  period.    Total  1967  grind  was  111, 500  tons. 

Japan:    The  Japan  Chocolate  and  Cocoa  Association — representing  22  companies- 
reported  chocolate  confectionery  production  during  the  first  half  of  1968  at 
51,285  tons,  a  gain  of  5,072  tons  over  the  similar  1967  period.  Grindings 
were  reported  at  14,829  tons  for  the  January- June  1968  period,  compared  with 
12,011  tons  in  the  corresponding  months  the  year  before. 

West  Germany:    The  third-quarter  West  German  grind  was  reported  to  be  off  4.5 
percent  from  the  similar  1967  quarter  although  total  9-month  1968  grindings 
were  virtually  unchanged  from  a  year  ago.
